DICKENS AND FROEBEL. 


What the Ho veils! Old For ChlM- 
bood-HU Work For Education. 
Froebel and Dickens, it is claimed, 
re the best interpreters of Christ's 
deals of childhood. The philosophy ot 
Froebel and the stories of Dickens an 
in perfect harmony. The two great re- 
ormeii protested vigorously against 
the inference of intermeddling adults 
with f a full development of the indi- 
vidual ty of the child. They recognized 
be divinity in each child so fully that 
they objected to all "stamping and 
molding" processes by which its eelf- 
lood was dwarfed or warped. Other ed- 
ucators and reformers had considered 
he problems of human evolution from 
;he standpoint of the adult and had 
asked, "Whatcan we do to fit the child 
'or its work?" Froebel and Dickens 
asked, "How can we help the child to 
grow by its own self activity ?" They 
were the great apostles or chiMhobU 
They began the straggle for the free- 
dom of childhood from the restrictive 
interference of adulthood. 


Dickens is commonly regarded merely 


as an educational critic. This is a nar- 
row and unfair view. He was a great 
critic. He aroused the indignation of 
the civilized world against those who 
treated childhood inhumanly, and the 
hatred of adult tyranny which be awak- 
ened developed a loving sympathy for 
children 
But he could not have so 


clearly exposed the wrong in education 
without having a definite conception of 
the right. He was the greatest destruc- 
tive educational critic, but he was also 
a most advanced, positive, constructive 
educator. There is no great ideal of the 
"new education" which is not revealed 
by Dickens in his novels or his miscel- 
laneous writings. 


Dickens was the first Englishman of 


note to advocate the kindergarten. In 
July, 1855, he published an article of 
11 columns in Household Words, whicl 
would take a leading place if comparec 
with the papers read at a meeting o: 
the International Kindergarten union 
today.—James L. Hughes in Century.

The earn* icriptaral ad- 
monition will apply with equal fora* 
and troth to communities and towns. 
Unity of action is a* esientlal for the 
promotion of bntinei* enUrprlie and 
•access In a. community at for tbe 
preservation of order, peace and har- 
mony in a household. Clique*, fac- 
tions and snob discordant elements 
•re ai destructive to the prosperity of 
of a town as are bickerings to the hap- 
piness of a family circle. "Every 
man for himself and the devil take the 
hindmost,'' >• well enough in a sornb 
horse or foot race, but it is a very poor 
role for the habitants of a community, 
If they expect to effect anything bene- 
ficial to the aggregate whole. It is an 
unpleasant thing to say, bat it is 
nevertheless a fact that there has been, 
and Is, too ranch of the clique and fac- 
tional spirit manifested in Reno for 
the general good of the community. 
If a public enterprise is suggested or 
attempted, whatever its merits, it IB 
too apt to encounter opposition on ac- 
count of the personnel of the projec- 
tors, and a number of commendable 
projects have been thwarted by oppo- 
sition of persona actuated by the pre- 
vailing factional spirit to which we 
have so reluctantly referred. 


All of this is wrong, and no good can 


eome of it to anyone or to the ,com- 
manityat large. Beno has interests 
and possibilities which can only be 
promoted or materialized by such 
ODityof action as intelligent concep- 
tion of the ciranmstanees and condi- 
tions will suggest. As, for instance, 
our town is suffering from an unequal 
and unjust schedule of freight rates, 
which discriminates detrimentally to 
the business interests of the place. 
While tbe protest of an individual or 
twenty individuals, each acting upon 
his own account, would be unheeded, 
the representations of a committee 
acting for and authorized by a com- 
bination of tbe business men and tax- 
payers of the town, would not unlikely 
meet with greater consideration and 
effect a desirable result. There are 
flanges which prevent Beno from de- 
riving any considerable benefit from 
tbe trade of a large scope of country 
to the north of us, comprising a num- 
ber of eountiea in northeastern Call 
fornia, which might be removed it 
proper steps were taken for their re- 
moval. 
While that is perhaps the 


principal object to be attained, there 
ase numberless other matters which an 
organization could properly act upon 
advantageously to the general inti.est 
of tbe community, and which would 
Inure to the individual interest of 
•very resident of the place. 


Both the Gazette *nA JOURNAL have 


suggested tbe organization of a local 
Board of Trade. Tbis need not consist 
entirely of merchants engaged in the 
purchase and sale of merchandise, but 
its membership might properly include 
professional me* and all taxpayers, 
who feel interested in the business 
growth and general prospeiity of the 
community where their interests are 
centered and where they have their 
residence. 
There are thousands of 


dollars going oat of Beno every month 
which ought to remain here, and whiui. 
the major portion would so remain, ii 
the people eonld be awakened to the 
importance of giving the preference to 
our hosts tradesman and our local in- 
dustries. This evil might and would 
be removed, at least to a considerable 
extent, if tbe proper feeling of local 
pride and local interest oonld be 
aroused and fostered, as it oonld be by 
onr leading citizens giving sneh en- 
couragement as an organized move- 
ment sneh as wo have suggested would 
manifest. While It is pitiful to stand by 
• Nevada stream and see thousands of 
laches of water going to waste which 
might bo profitably utilized in moisten- 
ing oar fertile fields, it is none the less 
distressful to witness the opportuni- 
ties that Reno is losing through the 
backwardness of onr people in em- 
bracing them. 


GOOD ADVICE.

CELLING BIG TREES. 


k>>« ketfcAdi *r WfclcK the Wood*, 


man Bring* Them tiown. 


The chopper approaches the tree with 


a plumb line If the top does not lean 
more than two feet In the case of a 
large tree or more than four in tbe 
2asc of a small one, be considers thai 
he can fell it in any direction he may 
desire. -He then views the ground and 
selects the most promising "lay out,' 
and the undercut ia. made exactly fac- 
ing it The "undercut" usually extends 
about one-third through, and then the 
tree is sawed in from the back to meet it 


When the two cuts are within six 


Inches of meeting, the saw is removed, 
and the tree ia wedged up until the top 
passes the center of gravity, -when it 
falls by ite own weight, easily breaking 
the etrip of wood remaining. 


Where the surface of the ground is 


such that it is necessary for the butt 
and the top to strike the ground simul- 
taneously, the stump is snubbed off at 
the undercut, which provides a slant- 
ing surface, so that the butt has no 
place to rest and perforce slides to the 
ground. 


If the tree needs to be rolled off to 


one side, half the undercut is slanted, 
and a pile of chips is placed on the flal 
surface of the other half. The resnll 
never fails to manifest the efficacy oi 
this device. Again, by leaving one ride 
of the uncut wood between the under- 
cut and the saw cut thicker than the 
other, the tree may be drawn consid*r- 
ably away from its natural course.

The Hungarian aristocracy has the 


tegest estates of any nobility in En- 
rope 
The manner of living of these 


grands seigneurs is strongly patriarchal 
Their country chateaux are comforta- 
ble, but unpretentious, and are lordly 
in nothing but the hospitality of their 
owners. The stranger and the native 
are alike made welcome within the 
doors of these old manor houses and in- 
vited to sit down at table like friends 
of the family. 


If a stranger drives up to the en- 


trance door of o Hungarian chateau, 
immediately and before any questions 
are asked concerning the visitor's busi- 
ness, even before the master of the 
house has made his appearance, a legion 
of servants rush forward and carry the 
visitor's baggage to one of the half doz- 
en rooms always ready to receive guests, 
ifcvited or otherwisa When the Hun- 
garians wish particularly to honor a 
guest, 15 or 20 courses are served at 
dinner, but as the Magyars have in ev- 
erything the utmost respect for indi- 
vidual liberty no guest is ever pressed 
to eat or drink. 


"You are at home. Do as you would 


at home," says the master of the house 
as he greets you on your arrival Liv- 
ing as they do, away from court and 
court life, these proud Magyar aristo- 
crats ask nothing and expect nothing 
trom the sovereign, and maintain ia 
consequence their pride, dignity and 
independence of character.—Argonaut.
